Dozens of police, some in riot 
gear and bullet-proof vests, sur- 
rounded the apartment building 
where Mr. Bani-Sadr is staying m 
Paris, and some with rifles were 
posted on the roof. 

Asked on arrival if he feared for 
his life, Mr. Bani-Sadr said: “Life 
itself is dangerous. 1 chose a 
dangerous path, hut 1 will return 
to Tehran.” 


Carefully planned escape 

The former president said he 
had never left Tehran in the weeks 
since his ouster. “I was able to 
move about in the city thanks to 
the protection of the people and of 
those who support me," he said. 

Col. Moezi said the escape had 
been carefully planned for some 
time both by Bani-Sadr sym- 
pathisers in the armed forces and 
by members of the former pres- 
ident’s entourage. 

"On Tuesday morning. 1 filed a 
flight plan which provided for an 
evening takeoff on a routine mim- 
ing mission in Iranian air space,” 
he said. “The other four members 
of the crew also knew what was 
happening. 

“At the end of the afternoon we 
went to the Tehran air base as 
usual before a flight to prepare for 
what we presented as a perfectly 
normal mission. We filled the 
tanks with fuel and everything was 
in order. 

“At S.30 p.m. we managed to 
smuggle Bani-Sadr ro the plane 
and hid him there. We took off on 
schedule at 1 0.30 and the first part 
of our mission had gone off as we 
planned." 

The’colonel said he managed to 
leave Iranian airspace without 
raising the alarm by flying low and 
avoiding radar detection. 

He then flew over Turkey and 
out across the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean over Cyprus before head- 
ing for Greece where he was first 
picked up by Greek radar as he 
was moving along commercial air 
routes. 

Sources close to Mr. Bani-Sadr 
said the pilot had radioed ahead to 
Evreux that he was carrying the 
former president who was seeking 
asylum and wanted permission to 
land in France. 

A Pars report earlier today, 
received in Ankara by the Turkish 
state news agency, said the Iranian 
air force jet was hijacked at but 
did not say where in Iran the inci- 
dent took place. 

Pars said Iranian air force fight- 
ers chased the hijacked plane but 
it escaped out of Iranian airspace.

sein Mousavi lodged a formal 
extradition request with the 
French embassy in Tehran 
immediately after the former pres- 
ident arrived in Paris. 

Mr. Mousavi said the former 
leader was wanted by the judicial 
authorities and that documents on 
the issue would be sent to the 
French mission in Tehran. 

The foreign minister told the 
embassy that France had to return 
the fugitive leader because his 
case was not limited to political 
issues. He did not specify what the 
other issues were. , 

The radio said the deposed 
leader had fled Iran, accompanied 
by “his prime minister Masoud 
Rajavi.” apparently helped Mr. 
Bani-Sadr remain in hiding in Iran 
after his dismissal last month. 

Mr. Rajavi was condemned to 
life imprisonment and tortured by 
the late Shah's secret police Sa\ak 
and was released with other polit- 
ical prisoners folkwing massive 
anti-Shah demonstrations in Iran 
shortly before the revolution. 

In a recent letter circulated to 
Western news agencies. Mr. 
Bani-Sadr wrote to Mr. Rajavi 
proposing the setting up of a 
“national council of resistance" 
against the present clergy- 
dominated regime. 

Tehran radio described the 
former president's departure as 
“the political death" of both men. 
saying they had fled the wrath of 
people and had linked up with 
“the counter-revolutionary 
front." 

Mr. Bani-Sadr's escape came 
only four days after the recent 
elections in Iran in which Prime 
Minister Mohammad Ali Raja’i 
won a sweeping victory. 

Despite reports that Mr. Bani- 
Sadr had fled Iran to a number of 
countries including Egypt. Iranian 
authorities insisted he was in the 


BEIRUT, July 29 (Agencies) — Syria said it 
had downed an Israeli aircraft in a dogfight 
over northern Lebanon today and admitted 
that one of its planes had been hit, but the 
incident appeared unlikely to disturb a 
ceasefire which is now in its sixth day in the 
south. 

Palestinian commandos was still' 
holding after the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) 
papered over differences with a 
hardline PLO faction that wanted 
to go on fighting. 

Official Lebanese sources said 
the downed Syrian jet was a 
, MiG-23, but an Israeli military 
spokesman claimed it was the 
more sophisticated Soviet MiG- 
25. 

A Syrian military spokesman 
said the clash occurred while 
Israeli planes were on a recon- 
naissance flight over Tripoli and 
the northern Bekaa area. 

“They were intercepted by our 
planes which clashed with them in 
an air battle and prevented them 
from fulfilling their mission,” he 
added. 

“An enemy plane was shot 
down. One of our planes was hit, 
and the rest of our aircraft 
returned to base safely.” 
Lebanese press reports have 
identified Libya and Romania as 
two main suppliers of weapons to 
the Palestinians, who agreed to a 
ceasefire with Israel on Friday 
after two weeks t.f Israeli ground, 
air and naval strikes. 

The Lebanese sources said the 
■ pilot had parachuted to safety in a 
hilly area about 45 kilometre: 
north-easi of Beirut. 

The plane was the latest in a 
series of Syrian MiGs shot down 
by the Israelis over Lebanon. The 
last one was downed on July 14 
during an Israeli air attack on the 
south. 

Today’s dogfight, which lasted 
about one minute, followed a 
statement by Damascus Radio 
yesterday that Syria would shoot 
down Israeli warplanes if they 
continued to overfly Lebanon. 
The Israelis fly over Lebanon 
almost every day allegedly to keep 
track of Palestinian and Syrian 
military movements. 

The pro-Syrian Beirut news- 
paper Ash Sharq reported today 
that Syria had told Lebanese lef- 


country and the revolutionary 
prosecutor’s office alerted all air- 
ports and border guards to arrest *

Former PM welcomes 

Dr. .Ali Amini, Iranian prime 
minister under the late Shah from 
1961 to 1962. said Mr. Bani- 
Sadr s arrival in France was "good 
news.” 

Dr. Amini, who lives in Paris, 
told reporters Mr. Bani-Sadr “will 
be able to give a new impulse to 
the Iranian opposition in France. 

“Certainly there are many peo- 
ple among the exiles here who are 
opposed to him. but 1 think we 
must make use of his presence to 
strengthen the opposition and 
overthrow the present regime in 
Tehran." 

Bakhtiar is against Bani-Sadr 

Former Iranian prime minister 
Shapour Bakhtiar, who lives in 
exile in Paris, told Reuters that 
there was no question of his col- 
laborating with Mr. Bani-Sadr. 

Mr. Bakhtiar said he would not 
“meet or work with people of Mr. 
Bani-Sadr s type who were little 
more than common criminals. 

“When a democratic regime is 
restored in Iran Bani-Sadr will be 
put on trial,” he said. 

“This is the end of a process. He 
has had his just reward which he 
has well -deserved.” Mr. Bakhtiar 
said. 

Mr. Bakhtiar. who held power 
briefly in 1979 before being swept 
aside by Ayatollah Khomeini's 
Islamic revolution has repeatedly 
S3id that Mr. Bani-Sadr bore a 
heavy responsibility for the polit- 
ical turmoil in Iran. 


Iran quake claims 800: 
toll may reach 4,000 


gin stumbles in coalition talks 


LONDON. July 29 ( Agencies i — 
The bodies of S00 earthquake vic- 
tims have been recovered in the 
southern Iranian region of Ker- 
man and the final death roll could 
be 4.000. Iranian state radio said 
today. 

The radio, monitored by Reut- 
ers. broadcast an appeal for food 
for survivors of the disaster which 
occurred last night. 

Rescue workers were digging 
for more bodies in the ruins of flat- 
tened homes, the radio said. 

The radio said at least many 
were killed in Kerman City when 
old houses collapsed. 

Panic-stricken residents fled 
into the streets when the quake 
struck. 

It measured between 6.5 and 7 
on the open-ended Richter scale 
and was centred about 65 
.kilometres east of the provincial 
capital. 

The region was previously 
devastated by earth tremors 45 
days ago. 

Earlier in the day the governor 
general of Kerman Province. 
Abdul Hossein. Saveh. was quoted 
by its official Iranian news agency, 
Pat*, as saying as many as 4.000 to 
5.000 people mav have been 

killed. 


Mr. Sayeh said the epicentre of 
the quake was the small town of 
Shahdad about 800 kilometres 
southeast of Tehran. 


Bomb goes off 
in Beersheba 


DAMASCUS, July 28 (R) — 
Palestinian commandos said 
here tonight a bomb they 
planted badly damaged a bus 
station in Beersheba, southern 
Israel, early today. 

The Palestine news agency 
WAFA quoted a commando 
spokesman as saying an Israeli 
explosives expert set off the 
bomb on the spot after fafling to 
defuse it. 

A military vehicle parked 
nearby was also damaged, the 
spokesman said.

Ceasefire bolds 

In southern Lebanon, there 
were no reports of cross-border 
shelling. But Lebanon's state 
radio and television reported an 
Israeli buildup of armour was 
under way in the “Free Lebanon” 
border enclave of renegade 
Lebanese army Major Saad Had- 
dad and his rightist Christian 
militia force in southernmost 
Lebanon. 

The Beirut stations said Israeli 
armoured cars were being moved 
to the enclave village of Deir 
Mimas just four kilometres due 
south of Crusader-built Beaufort 
Castle, allegedly the Palestinians’ 
major rocket-launching base in 
southern Lebanon. 

Another column of armour, 
both stations said, moved up from 
the Israeli border to the village of 
Qleaa, five kilometres northeast 
of Deir Mimas. Qleaa is the main 
garrison village inside the 10- 
kilometre deep enclave along the 
98-kilometre-long border with 
Israel. 

Meanwhile. United Nations 
observers in southern Lebanon 
reported today that the ceasefire 
was still holding. 


A spokesman ar the U.N. New 
York headquarters said the 
United Nations was aware of 
reports of a dogfight between 
Israeli and Syrian aircraft but that 
was not observed by U.N. officers. 
“This is not part of the ceasefire 
we are monitoring,” the spokes- 
man, Mr. Francois Giuliani, told 
reporters.

Lebanon to offer relief services to 
the victims of Israeli raids be 
extended. 

The Jordanian medical team 
arrived in Beirut on July 20 to 
carry out its humanitarian! task 
and its presence in Lebanon has 
been met with deep appreciation 
and gratitude from Lebanese and 
Palestinian officials. 


Jordan catalogues Israeli 
Spillage’ for Waldheim 

UNITED NATIONS, July 29 (Petra) — Jordan has presented U.N. 
Secretary General Kurt Waldheim with “a catalogue of acts of con- 
fiscation. colonisation and annexation by Israel" on the West Bank of 
the River Jordan and in Jerusalem during June. 

The list, submitted by Jordanian U.N. representative Hazem 
Nuseibeh, said the Israelis had established seven new settlements on 
the West Bank and were planning five others. In addition, there had 
been three Israeli takeovers of Arab Land. 

Dr. Nuseibeh said. Jordan was deeply concerned by “the new acts 
of pillage” which, he said, demonstrated that the ultimate goal of the 
Israeli authorities was to annex the occupied Arab territories and 
expel their inhabitants. 

W. Bank artist detained 
in allegedly security case 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, July 
29 (A.P.) — Suleiman Mansour. 
the best known Palestinian artist 
in the West Bank, was detained on 
Monday for alleged security vio- 
lations, Jerusalem Post reported. 

The military spokesman said 
yesterday that Mansour, of 
Ramallah, was detained near 
Kalandiya together with his wife 
and father-in-law. No further 
details were given. 

Palestinian sources in East 
Jerusalem said yesterday that 


Mansour was arrested as he was 
driving to a vacation spot in the 
Nablus area. He bad reportedly 
attempted to cross into Jordan last 
week but was unable to obtain an 
exit permit. 

According to the East 
Jerusalem sources, Mansour was 
arrested with his brother-in-law, 
Elias Kat’uah. 

Mansour teaches art at an 
UNRWA vocational school near 
Ramallah, and studied art at the 
Bezalel School in Jerusalem.

WASHINGTON, July 29 (Special) — President Reagan intends ‘to 
nominate Richard Murphy to be ambassador to the Kingdom of 
Saudi Arabia, succeeding Robert Neumann who has resigned, and 
Robert P. Paganelli to Syria to succeed Talcott, W. Seelyer, the 
White House announced. 

Mr. Murphy, a career foreign service officer, is currently con- 
cluding his assignment as ambassador to the Philippines. He has had 
extensive experience in the Middle East, previously serving as 
ambassador to Syria. Mr. Murphy also served as ambassador to 
Mauritania in 1971-73. His other foreign service assignments include 
Aleppo, Jeddah and Amman. _ r 

Mr. Murphy graduated from Harvard University in 1951 and 
Cambridge University in 1953. He is married to the former Anne 
Cook. 

Mr. Paganelli entered the U.S. foreign service in 1958 as an 
intelligence research specialist m the State Department. He attended 
Arabic language training in the State Department in Washington and 
in Beirut in 1959-61.

Altogether six artesian wells and three springs in Awajan, 
Sukhneh and Ruseifa have been sealed because their water has been 
found to be contaminated, and crops in the region irrigated by this 
water have been destroyed, Mr. Qouda said. 

Meanwhile, he said, teams are continuing cleanliness campaigns in 
the region, and have so far had great success in reducing the number 
of cholera cases.

AMMAN, July 29 (J.T.) — The 
latest move in the growing sophis- 
tication of credit facilities in Jor- 
dan will take the form of a credit 
card which is to be issued by a local 
bank in the near future. 

Petra Bank has become a prin- 
cipal member of Visa inter- 
national and has won Central 
Bank approval in principle to issue 
a credit card, which will be called 
Petra Card. 

Owners of the credit card, the 
first in Jordan, which will be both 
internationally and locally rec- 
ognised, will have to have 
accounts with Petra Bank— which 
should increase deposits, and gen- 
erate commercial business from 
merchants who accept the credit 
card. 

“In the near future, we will be 
concentrating in a big way on 
introducing the credit card in Jor- 
dan,” Deputy Chairman and 
General Manager Ahmad Chalabi 
told the Jordan Times. He sees 
this as a service to the banking 
sector, as it will increase the level 
of deposits and liquidity available 
to banks at any one time when 
people cut down on the use of cash 
in daily transactions.

They introduced the idea of 
converting the existing park into a 
kind of amusement !park with 
some of the old familiar fan-fair 


attractions — similar to the already 
existing A1 Ahli pleasure complex 
in Ras A1 ‘Ain, Amman. 

The park is to be totally man- 
aged by the Caucasian Club and 
personnel will be appointed by the 
dub for the everyday running of 
the park. 

“The idea was initiated due to 
the lack of any fadlities for family 
entertainment," Mr. Adolf Baha 
Eddin. a Caucasian Club com- 
mittee member, told the Jordan 
Times. “The aim of this venture is.

fust, to provide Zarqa with a much 
needed recreational facility: and 
second, we hope to make some 
profit that will contribute to the 
development and expansion of the 
club,” he added. 

The facilities provided in the 
park will include mini dodge'em 
cars for the young, and normal- 
sized ones for adults who feel like 
having a spin. It is certainly safer 
here than on the Amman - Zarqa 
highway! 

A rotating swing is also pro- 


vided for the kids, as is a shooting 
gallery “We hope to have a ‘bal- 
lerina’ ride in the very near future, 
but at the moment we are con- 
centrating on what we've got in 
order to open the park ro the 
public on the first day of the ‘Bid 
■A1 Fitr holiday,” Dr. Omar Jabay,- 
another committee member said. 

• “We started work in the park on 
June 26, and as the summer sea- 
son is nearly over, we wanted to 
get the ball rolling as soon as poss- 
ible,” he added. 

Large seating areas are avail- 
able where families can relax 
among the abundant greenery and 
rock pools that are the most beaut- 
iful feature of the park. 

Food and drinks are available 
on order, aswell as a kiosk catering . 
for shawerma and other 
sandwiches. “We have no fixed 
policy on food: but from now till 
the end of this season only 
sandwiches will be available,” Mr. 
Baha Eddin said. “But we will 
have full service by next spring. A 
restaurant will opened, providing 
a full ala carte menu.” 

As for drinks, all kinds of soft 
drinks will be available. Mr. Baha 
Eddin emphasised that alcoholic 
drinks will not be served, and will 
not be permitted on the premises 
'under any circumstances. 

A Lebanese technical team has 
been hired to supervise safety 
aspects, and mechanical and elec- 
trical maintenance of the brand- 
new German equipment in the 
park. 

The security of the whole park is 
of primary importance, so the 
Caucasian Club has hired four 
security men to police the pre- 
mises. A kiosk is also provided for 
the local police in case they wish to 
appoint anyone at the park. 

"Security is on top of the 


priorities list. We want our vis- 
itors to feel that their children are 
in safe hands,” Dr. Jabay said. 

A 25-metre sw immin g pool wiD 
not be in use this season, but it is 
hoped that it will be functional by 
the begin ing of next summer. The 
Caucasian Club is hoping to form 
a swimming team to go with the 
pool. They recall with pride the 
fact that in the late 1950s all 
swimming competitions were held 
in Zarqa, and they are now hoping 
to make up for all the lost years. 

The club committee truly 
believes that Zarqa misses the old 
park, and that its reopening will 
add something to the life of the 
area.

Had it not been for this policy, 
the position of the West Bankers 
throughout the period of occu- 
pation would have been, to all 
intents and purposes, completely 
untenable. 

The West Bank under Israeli 
occupation 

Of a total area of 5.5 million 
dunums m the West Bank. Israel 
has already annexed not' less than 
1.5 million dunums, or 27.5 per 
cent of the total land area. There 
arc 7S settlements, now housing 
more than 90.000 perons, divided 
as follows: Seventeen settlements 
around Jerusalem, 13 around 
Ramallah and A1 Bireh, 13 in 
Hebron. Bethlehem and Jericho, 
15 around Nablus. Jenin and Tul- 
karm and 20 in the Jordan Valley. 

'Israel has meticulously been 
concentrating housing around the 
Jerusalem area. This is clearly 
shown by the 76,000 people who 
live on these settlements (54) 
there, and who comprise &4 per 
cent of the total Israeli settlers in 
the West Bank. 

The Jerusalem situation rep- 
resents "Occupation in its most 
blatant form,” as Mr. Michael 
Tudson has written. Israel has 
already annexed the territory 
stretching up to the Qalandia air- 
port to the north and down to the 
Bc>! Jala and Bethlehem lands in 
the south. The Israelis in 
Jerusalem will soon surpass the 

S0.000 Arab Jerusalemites in 
number. These “new settlers" are 
located in a belt of highrise apart- 
ment communities surrounding 
the city. The final link in the chain 
designed to seal Jerusalem off 
from the rest of the West Bank 
and the Arab hinterland is the 
Adumim Urban industrial 
agglomeration along the road 
from Jerusalem to Jericho and

.Amman. This is viewed as the 
most dangerous of all settlements, 
since it places a great “obstacle in 
the way of the integration of Arab 
Jerusalem into any future Pales- 
tinian homeland." At the site 
dedication in 1 979. Israeli officials 
were quoted saying: “There will 
no longer be a line between what 
we had before the Six Day War 
and what wc have in these days”, 
and “We are putting settlements 
all around Jerusalem so that there 
will never be any question of 
whether it is pan of Israel”. . 

And as if that were no enough, 
for the early L9S0s the Israelis 
have a “Master Plan for the 
Development of Settlement- in 
Judea and Samaria." (This is what 


they call the West Bank now). 

Among the principles that guide ‘ 
the plan are: 

1— “Settlement throughout the 
entire land ...is for security and by 
right ..." 

2 — “The proposed settlement 
blocs arc situated as a strip sur- 
rounding the Jude3 and Samaria 
ridge starting from its western 
slopes from north to south, and 
along its eastern slopes from south 
io north; both between the 
minorities population and around 

i r. 

The plan goes on to say that 
Israel must encourage this 
scheme, which will enable it “to 
bring about the dispersion of the 
population from the densely popu- 


lated urban strip (of the coast) to 
the presently empty areas of Judea 
and Samaria”. (All of us 
remember Golda Men's state- 
ment that there is no such thing as 
the Palestinians, and the Israeli 
leaders' slogans about Palestine 
being a land without people). 

According to this plan, 46 new 
settlements will be added in the 
West Bank by 1983, consisting of 

16.000 families. An additional 

11.000 families are proposed at 
the end of 1983 as a process of 
“thickening of the existing set- 
tlements and those under con- 
struction”. 

Conclusion 

We have seen that Israel is 


determined to seize as much Arab 
land as it can in the shortest poss- 
ible time, in order to present the 
world with a fait accompli. This is 
not a new policy or a temporary 
one that has come about as a reflex 
action, or as an intermittent reac- 
tion ro a peculiar situation. It is a 
government policy planned' 
meticulously to the finest detail 
and put forward for implemen- 
tation with a certain goal in mind 
— in this case, the complete seiz- 
ure of the West Bank. 

As far as Jerusalem is con- 
cerned, this has already been 
•accomplished. Physical evidence 
abounds pointing in that direction. 

We have also witnessed that 
about one-third of the West Bank 


is already under full physical 
Israeli control and sovereignty. 
Given the relative short period of 
time that the Israelis have been 
working at it (13 years), this 
should prove to the world that 
they mean business. 

Lei us not foTgei that the way 
the Israelis conduct themselves is 
to grab as grab can without scru- 
ples as if the country were vacant 
and uninhabited, which is not sur- 
prising, as they feel it is all theirs 
by biblical right — hence, in our 
case, the naming of the West Bank 
as Judea and Samaria. 

The question arises as to what 
should be done to stem the tide of- 

this onslaught. 

The Palestinians have the right 


to return to their land. The con- 
cept of Palestinian right in the 
United Nations is comprehensive, 
and implies political, and 
socioeconomic as well as cultural 
right. 

General Assembly Resolution 
3236 of 1974 is still the major 
reassertion of the fundamental 
rights of the Palestinians. It 
defines these inalienable rights as 
follows: Right to self- 
determ ination without external 
interference, right to national 
independence, right to 
sovereignty, right of return, right 
to regain all these by all means and 
the right to be represented as prin- 
cipal party in the establishment of 
a just and durable peace in the 
Middle East. Subsequent General 
Assembly resolutions consistently 
and repeatedly reaffirm these 
rights. These resolutions identify 
the Palestinians with the 
oppressed and colonised people of 
Africa and condemn Israeli occu- 
pation as a form of colonialism 
and foreign domination: they also 
aFfirm armed struggle as a legiti- 
mate means for liberation. 

Even since 1974. the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation fPLOi 
has been made the sole and legiti- 
mate representative and spokes- 
man for the Palestinians. In spite 
of this, and in spite of the fact rbar 
the PLO has been recognised by 
the United Nations and has been 
given observer stains there, its 
voice is not heeded -- either by 
Israel or by the powers that count. 

Evidently, what is needed now 
is a more forceful measure to 
thwart the Israeli devices. 

There should be close coop- 
eration between the Jordanians, 
the PLO and the Palestinians in 
the West Bank and clscvvhere, 
with that end in mind. After all. 
there an? mor than 4 million Pales- 
tinians, more than half of them liv- 
ing in Jordan and occupied Pales- 
tine. 

If all of them join together to 
put forward a posit he front in the 
face of the outside v.orid to pre- 
sent to it a unified stand backed by 
the potential power and might of 
the Arabs, then perhaps the world 
will listen and our cause will be 
heeded and our shackles shed.

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More of the same 

THE JD 3 MILLION loan extended by the Industrial 
Development Bank to the Jordan Glass Factories 
Company to help finance the construction of its sheet 
glass plant in Ma’an has been accompanied by a gov- 
ernment move to increase its participation in the 
company’s capital and guarantee all its commercial 
loans. In allied developments, the- Housing Cor- 
poration and the Jordan Electricity Authority are 
moving in to provide essential services to the staff of 
the glass plant. 

These developments together indicate a fresh, 
-more decisive, approach to the strategy of spurring 
the industrial and social development of the pro-- 
vincial regions of the country. They indicate a qual- 
itative step forward in the role that the state and its 
agencies are willing to take play in promoting the 
development of the provinces. We think this tendency 
is to be commended; but to be effective it must be 
stepped up drastically. The two areas where the gov- 
ernment can and should play a strong role in this 
respect are the provision of financial support and 
guarantees for private companies, and the provision 
of essential social services. The experience of the 
Jordan Valley’s development during the past six years 
indicates that private enterprise will step. in and get 
the job done if the state plays the catalytic .role that is 
most often focussed on providing basic human ser- 
vices, such as water, transport, health, education, 
power and housing. 

The government’s actions in the case of the Ma’an 
glass plant are praiseworthy, but we would like to see 
a yet bigger and faster initiative by the state in backing 
its verbal commitment to regional development.

The United States will be held responsible if the ceasefire 
agreement is undermined from its very roots or if violence is 
resumed in the area. Actually Washington wants to use the period 
of relative calm in the area in order to give a better chance to the 
Camp David agreements, not to rectify past mistakes which have 
harmed the United States prestige in the area and made it lose its 
stature as a superpower and become a mere partner colluding with 
Israel in aggression. 

AL DUSTOUR: The serious events in the area and the develop- 
ments and possibilities which are anticipated on the diplomatic 
and military’ levels should not divert the attention from, or belittle 
the importance of, coping with the Israeli measures and practices 
in the occupied areas.

IT HAS BEEN SAID by the 
tree and honest thought that 
cheap is actually very expen- 
sive.

There are 
examples to testify that choos- 
ing the cheap is not the wisest 
course to take. 

Another example is the insis- 
tence on making available 
commodities and services to 
the public at the cheapest poss- 
ible price. 

If the market price is lower 
than the cost price, somebody 
is going to pay the bill of waste, 
extravagant expenditures, etc. 
Cheap vegetables may induce 


demand for cheap meat. 
Thanks to cholera, cheap veg- 
etables this summer can be 
secured in sufficient quantities. 
However, cheap meat can only 
be met to a degree. It will be 
cheaper for the society ar large 
to make it more expensive. 

The question which merits 
detailed discussion under the 
same theme is the recruitment 
of cheap labour in the service 
of the government. Some peo- 
ple claim that the relatively low 
wages within the government is 
the cause of some signs of inef- 
ficiency. They go by the Bul- 
garian proverb which says that 
if you want bread you may get 
it cheap, but if you want cheese 
with it you have to pay for it. 

Others protest that wages 
and efficiency are that much 
related, and claim that the 
problem. is a question of ethics. 
Negligent employees lack the 
proper motivation and mor- 
ality to conduct their official 
duties with care. These people 
lament the degeneration of 
morals, and scream at the fast 
rate at which human conduct is 
being monetised. 

Actually, neither extreme 
properly or adequately 
explains the decline in effi- 
ciency in most government.

It isn’t all over for victims 
of Israeli bombs in Beirut

BEIRUT — Every day since the 
Israeli air raid, Mr. Yasser Awad 
has gone back to Baghdad street 
Somewhere beneath a 5-metre 
mass of rubble is his five-year-old 
son. 

Mr. Awad wants to be there 
when they finally find the corpse. 
“He is the last one. They have 
already dug up my wife and other 
child, both dead,” he said. 

The 34-year-old electrician was 
at work on the morning of July 17 
when Israel's Phantom fighter- 
bombers descended on the 
Fake h an i district of south Beirut. 

The bombs hit one of their 
targets, the command post of the 
Democratic Front for the Lib- 
eration of Palestine (DFLP) 
commando group. But they also 
razed several apartment blocks 
and brought walls crashing down 
in surrounding homes. 

Workmen are still unearthing 
victims. “We found two yester- 
day, two the day before,” said a 
DFLP soldier clambering over the 
wreckage, hand damped across 
his face to keep out the stench of 
putrefying bodies. 

Above, the innards of an 
apartment block dangled out of 
shattered windows and across bal- 
conies. Mattresses, shreds of cur- 
tain, a twisted metal-frame bed 
and a child's tricycle hung in the 
humid heat. 

“No propaganda, 10 per cent of 
those killed were commandos, 90 
per cent Lebanese and Palestinian 


civilians," the soldier said. 

The death toll is put at between 
200 and 300, and 10 days later it 
seemed unlikely a precise figure 
would ever be known. 

Many of the casualties were 
taken to the Gaza and Acre hos- 
pitals, both run by the Palestine 
Red Crescent Society. At Gaza 
they admitted 125 patients in one 
hour, at Acre the number was 35, 
according to the hospital registers. 

Along with the wouhded came 
the bodies. Hisham Bayrakdar, a 
30-year-old Romanian-trained 
doctor, said that even Beirut, long 
used to war, did not have places to 
store the dead to await iden- 
tification. 

At Gaza Hospital, in the teem- 
ing Palestinian refugee township 
of Sabra, 60 per cent of the cases 
were fractures. Dr. Bayrakdar' 
said. Many also had shrapnel and 
head injuries. 

All but 20 of the airraid casual- 
ties there have now been released. 
Among those still being treated 
are several young children. 

Wissam Hamah, a six-year-old 
boy, sat up in bed, rocking to and 
fro gently, muttering about his 
mother. He received three frac- 
tures down his left side, now 
encased in plaster, and a clump of 
hair is missing where a bead’ 
wound had to be stitched. 

His father has not yet told the 
boy that his mother is among the 
missing in the Fakehani rubble. 

Moua Manhal, a curly-haired 
seven-year-old girl in a yellow 
dress, lay utterly motionless in her 
hospital bed, only her wide-open 


brown eyes showing signs of Gki

“Two walls came crashing down 
and I was pinned underneath. My 
. whole body was smothered except 
for my right arm which poked out 
of the rubble. 

“That saved my life. When die 
raid finished somebody walked os 
my hand, noticed me and they 
began pulling me out.” 

- Miss Bittar, a Christian, had 
serious fractures of both legs and 
abrasions along much of her body. 

Doctors say she will be in to* 
pital another three months ami 
her right leg will be shorter thffl 
her left. “ Israel says she is defend- 
ing Christians.' No, she is kSTmg 
them," Miss Bittar added.

Deng plays mother hen to China’s reformists

PEKING: Deng Xiaoping, 
China’s powerful vice-chairman, 
was quite frank when outlining the 
achievements of the recently con- 
cluded meeting of the Chinese 
Communist Party central com- 
mittee which further reduced 
Maoist influence in the leadership. 
The central committee had 
endorsed “new arrangements" in 
the leadership, Deng said, which 
guaranteed the continuation of 
China’s present policies. The 
’vice-chairman told the editor of a 
Hong Kong left-wing publication 
that China's main task was now 
.economic modernisation. 

For the remarkable Mr. Deng, 
the results of the sixth plenary 
meeting of the central committee, 
notably the demotion of the col- 
ourless Hua Guofeng from the 
chairmanship to the bottom rung 
of the ruling Politburo’s standing 
committee, are no doubt a source 
of deep satisfaction. 

Not only did Deng manoeuvre 
one of his own proteges, Hu 
Yaobang, into the party lead- 
ership, but his reformist policies 
were also endorsed and further 
progress was made in laying to rest 
the ghost of the late Chairman 
Mao. 

Deng won the central com- 
mittee's endorsement for a leng- 
thy document which has the pon- 
derous title “Resolution of Cer- 
tain Questions in the History of 


Our Party Since the Founding of 
The People's Republic of'Chrrta”, 
but which is effectively a grim 
judgment on Mao's contribution 
between 1949 and his death in 
1976. 

By assailing the late Chairman's 
errors in a blunt fashion and by 
ridiculing his hand-picked suc- 
cessor over his alleged opposition 
to reformist policies, the mod- 
erates have signalled to residual 
supporters of more doctrinaire 
.Maoist views that there is not 
much future in clinging to such 
beliefs. 

The leadership stopped short of 
outright condemnation of the late 
Chairman. After all, it was Mao 
who helped found the Party aind 
who led it to victory. Neither Sta- 
lin nof Khroschev, both of whom 
suffered harsh posthumous judg- 
ments, could claim such a feat.~ 

But while the dominant mod- 
erate faction has clearly estab- 
lished its ascendancy, it still faces 
some opposition from a military 
not ; altogether; happy with the 
modernising drive, and from con- 
servative bureaucrats who fear the 
consequence for their own pos- 
itions as a result of reformist 
policies now being implemented. 

The survival of a battered and 
bruised Hua Guofeng, albeit on 
the bottom rung of the standing 
committee of the Politburo, may 
be a concession to the latter group. 
As for the military, which is 
reported to have dug its heels in 


over some of the changes being 
proposed, it is significant that 
Deng himself has taken the key 
political job of chairman of the 
military commission, which acts as 
a bridge between the party and the 
army. 

It is sometimes forgotten that 
Deng Xiaoping has a long- 
standing and close connection 
with the old-guard generals. He 
took part in the Long March and 
in a Dumber of heroic battles as 
well in the course of the Chinese 
revolution. 

The * biggest casualty of the 
recent upheaval has been the hap- 
less Hua Guofeng. It is a wonder, 
that Hua survives in any lead- 
ership position at all after the 
humiliating criticism to which he 
was subjected in the historical 
document on Mao. 

Hua, it was said, promoted the 
so-called “two-whatevers policy" 
whatever Mao said, and whatever 
he did, were right Hua tried to 
suppress in 1978 an objective 
assessment of past mistakes by the 
Party and he opposed the rehabili- 
tation of veteran officials hounded 
from their posts during the Cul- 
tural Revolution of the 1960s. 

It was no surprise that the usu- 
ally affable — at least in public — 
Hua looked on television recently 
like a man who had just had a most 
depressing encounter with his 
bank manager. 

Hu Yaobang, in his speech in 
the Great Hall of the People- on 


July 1 to mark the Party’s 60th 
anniversary, called on party mem- 
bers to rally behind the policies 
agreed by the central committee in 
1978 at a meeting where Deng 
finnly re-asserted his authority 
after his rehabilitation the year 
before. 

The tone of the new chairman’s 
speech was conciliatory, which is 
probably just as well after what 
has almost certainly been a 
frightening power struggle at the 
top of the party. 

• Nevertheless, the holding of the 
Plenum and its resolution of out- 
standing problems is a positive 
development. 

Infighting over Hua's demotion 
has had a stifling effect on China's 
decision-making so far this year, 
notably over the economy. Impor- 
tant investment decisions have 
been deferred, even in designated 
priority areas such as energy and 
transport. 

The Dengist victory is also sig- 
nificant for China's relations with 
.the outside world. The Chinese 
appear firmly committed to 
expanding' relationships where 
■possible and where there is some 
mutual advantage. 

China is about to enter into 
important partnerships with fore- 
ign 03 companies to exploit its off- 
shore oil resources. Despite recent 
economic readjustment which has 
meant heavy cuts m capital con- 
struction spending, the Chinese 
are still negotiating deals with the

Faking a ‘snapshot of society’ in figures

MMAN — ^ Sinusites, it has been 
id with a sniff, can be used to 
ove anything, 

But a modern society cannot 
□ without sufficient information 
help government departments, 
searchers and scholars. 

In Jordan, this information is 
■fleeted systematically by the 
epartment of Statistics, in a bid 
help the government meet the 
■eds of the people. The depart- ! 
ent is responsible for compiling 


facts about the population, hous- 
ing, incomes, industry, health, 
tourism, social matters and a host 
of other areas. 

The head of the department,. 
Or. Burhan Shraydeh, explains 
that once the information has 
been collected and analysed, it can 
be in valuable to planners. 

** Statistics take a snapshot of 
society he told the Jordan 
Tiroes. ' ‘The censuses we carry out 
are for planning, and also to check 
whether measures taken by the 
government to meet the needs we 
have established are being effec- 
tive.” 


The department carries out a 
population census once every 10 
years, although problems back in 
1971 meant that it could not be 
completed. It then conducts an 
industrial and agricultural survey, 
every five years. 

‘Nosy* 

The department, which has 
been m existence since Jordan 
gained its independence, is con- 
tinually collecting information 
which helps to indicate population 
trends,' housing needs and other 
•vital factors in a fast-growing soc- 


iety. 

Such official ■■□osiness" brings 
cries of indignation from many 
people who are worried about the 
privacy of the individual. But here 
in Jordan there is a strict law for- 
bidding the department or its staff 
From passing on the information 
they collect about individuals. 

They even have to be careful 
when dealing with industries. If, 
for instance, there is only one plas- 
tic factory m the country, they 
cannot talk about statistics relat- 
ing to the plastics industry: 
because people would realise 
these figures came from just one

source. 

Or. Shraydeh believes that the 
public needs to have more con- 
fidence in the system, instead of 
being suspicious of officials seek- 
ing facts and figures, they should 
accept that this information will 
subsequently benefit them by 
allowing the government to pro- 
vide increased facilities where 
they are needed. 

Last year the department con- 
ducted a survey into household 
expenditure. Hundreds of inter- 
viewers visited homes all over the 
country, carefully monitoring how 
much each family spent and what 
they spent it on. 

But when the department tried 
to follow it up with a survey of 
wages, it ran into great difficulty. 

“People were very reluctant to 
divulge how much they earned," 
Dr. Shraydeh said. “In the end we 
had to divide salaries into broad 
bands into which they could fit 
themselves. 

“The problem is that you need 
information about both income 
and expenditure if we are to 
establish the roots of the present 
inflation. 

“We can only regulate the 
economy successftdly if we know 
its characteristics in the first place. 
The public doesn't necessarily 
recognise this," he added. 

Garbage in, garbage out 

Dr. Shraydeh also fears that 
some of the information the 
department collects may be unre- 
liable, because people don't 
necessarily tell the truth. 

“The problem with statistics is 
that if you feed in garbage infor- 
mation, you 'will get garbage 
results,” he said. 

Nevertheless the department 
continually battles to provide 
accurate information. It is just 
embarking on a 10-year plan 
which trill include two four-year 
studies based on the household. 
Attempts will be made to establish 
incomes and expenditure: how 


many people live in a house; which' 
homes are occupied; migration 
from rural to urban areas, and 
even the fertility rate. 

Such gathering of information 
takes a vast army of staff. On occa- 
sions the department has to 
employ up to 4,000 interviewers, 
who then fill around 7 million 
computer cards with the infor- 
mation. 

The facts and figures are then 
fed into three new computers 
being used by the department. 
Staff are specially trained m a 
two-year programme at the Statis- 
tical Training Centre. 

“Many people fail to under- 
stand the role of the department,” 
Dr. Shraydeh said. “They think it 
is Big Brother watching you, 
whereas m fact we are a non- 
political, technical institution 
dealing with information which is 
confidential." 

The collection of accurate data 
about Jordan has been hampered 
by the fact that the demographic 
situation has changed so rapidly in 



the last 30 years. In 194S and 
1967 there were the huge influxes 
of Palestinian refugees, making 
nonsense of the current popu- 
lation figures. 

As a developing country. Jor- 
dan also has a great deal of move- 
ment from rural to urban areas, 
new building programmes and 
extensive industrial develop- 
ment. 

“We do have difficulty keeping 
track of things,” Dr. Shraydeh 
admitted. “But if these problems 
were cleared up we would find 
ourselves with another set. 


“In America they have dif- 
ficulty getting correct population 
figures in some towns because 
there are many illegal immigrants, 
who obviously don’t want to 
declare themselves. 

“So no country is free from dif- 
ficulties in this area." 

But as a first step to improving 
the quality of the information. Dr. 
Shraydeh would like to see more 
government support for the use of 
statistics, and more appreciation 
by the public of the fact that such 
information gathering is vital to 
the country’s development.

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Japan’s car exports decline 


TOKYO, July 29 (R) — Japanese car exports fn 
June fell for the first time in over two years fol- 
lowing curbs on shipments to major Western 
nations, the Japan Automobile Manufacturers 
Association (JAMA) said today. - 

Total June shipments were down 0.4 per cent to 
512,839 from a year ago, the first year-on-year 
decline since May 1979. The figure was 2.4 per cent 
down on May exports. 

Japan now has agreements to limit car exports to 
a majority of European Economic Community 
countries as well as the United Slates and Canada. 


Shipments to the U.S. declined 13.7 per cent 
compared with June last year, but those to the EEC 
were only 0.1 per cent down. However, exports to 
Canada increased by over 22 per cent and to West 
Germany 23.4 per cent from a year ago, although 
both figures were below May exports. 

The June exports brought Japan’s total for the 
first half of this year to 3.19 million vehicles, almost 
nine per cent higher than last- year, following the 
high level of shipments overseas in the early part of 
the year. 



Conoco’s takeover battle still on 


WILMINGTON. Delaware, July 
29 (R) — Du Pont company said 
yesterday it has received more 
than 50 per cent of Conoco's 87 
million shares of stock in the 
biggest takeover battle in cor- 
porate history. 

'But Wall Street analysts said the 
bidding war was far from over. 
They said Conoco stockholders 
could still withdraw their shares 
and submit them to the two other 
suitors for the giant oiL 
concert— Mobil or Seagram. 

Du Pont, one of three com- 
panies bidding for Conoco, sait it 
has received 43.7 million Conoco 
shares as of Monday. The leading 
chemical manufacturer has 


offered to pay S95 a share in cash 
for 45 to 50 per cent of Conoco’s 
87 million shares outstanding 
The Mobil Corporation said it 
had received about two million 
Conoco shares under its offer for 


Conoco. Mobil will pay Si 05 a 
share in cash for 50 per cent of 
Conoco's stock and proposes to 
acquire the remaining shares 
through an exchange of securities. 


Congress calls for lower bank rates 

WASHINGTON, July 29 (R) — The House of Representatives 
called yesterday for action by the Reagan administration to lower 
interest rates, saying the current high levels were damaging the 
economies of the United States and its allies. By a vote of 403 to 17, 
the House approved a resolution saying the high interest rates 
resulted partly from “an excessive reliance on tight monetary policy 
to fight inflation, coupled with an expected large fiscal deficit." 

The non-binding resolution said the high rates were causing exten- 
sive damage to the U.S. economy and to the economies of U.S. 
trading partners and [the developing world. 


China keeps monetary problem at bay . 

PEKING, July 29 (R) — China said yesterday it had made prog- 
ress in itsefforts to control the money supply, the growth of which 
has been officially acknowledged as a problem. 

Figures issued by the Bank of China said that 3.98 billion yuan 
(S2.5 billion) was withdrawn from circulation in the first half of 
this year, 1.5 billion yuan (5930 million) more than m the same 
period of 1980. 

The bank, quoted by the New China news agency, said this 
represented “progress in efforts to control the money supply.” 

The increase in the amount taken out of circulation was 
attributable to increased production of consumer goods, expan- 
sion of service trades and reduction in inventories, the bank said. 

Sales of much-demanded consumer items such as bicycles, tele- 
visions, furniture and beeT totalled 94.4 billion yuan (S6Q billion) 
between January and May. a 9.1 per cent increase over the same 
period last year. 

Chevron to make up for overcharging 


WASHINGTON, July 29 (R) Standard oil (Chevron) will make 
up for alleged overcharging by putting a million barrels of oil into 
U.S. strategic reserves, the energy department said today. It said 
the $82.5 million agreement did not amount to an admission of 
guilt by Chevron. The oQ alone is valued at S33 million. Chevron 
will pay S49.5 million to parries to the dispute. 


Dollar rises against yen 

TOKYO, July 29 (R) — The U.S. dollar briefly touched a 15- 
month high today in hectic trading on the Tokyo foreign exchange 
market, where the Japanese central bank intervened once again, 
dealers said. 

Well over one billion dollars changed hands through the day 
•and the dollar reached 238.80 Japanese yen, its highest level since 
.April last year, before easing off in the afternoon. 

By the close of trade, the dollar was quoted at 237.80 yen or 
about one-and-a-half yen higher than yesterday's dose. 

During the morning, the Bank of Japan sold an estimated $50 
to SI 00 million bringing its total intervention in recent weeks 
close to two billion dollars. 

Dealers said one major factor continuing to boost the American 
currency was the high level of U.S. interest rates, with a narrowed 
U.S. trade deficit in June also helping the dollar rise. 

Pan Am assails subsidised airlines 

WASHINGTON, July 29 (R) — U.S. airlines may be forced off 
international routes unless the government takes a tougher 
attitude towards foreign airlines, the Chairman of Pan American 
World Airways said yesterday. 

William Sea we II told a House sub-committee that the five 
' major U.S. airlines with overseas routes. Pan American, Braniff, 
Flying Tiger, Northwest and Trans World, lost $150 million on 
their international flights last year. 

He said foreign airlines were usually subsidised by their gov- 
ernments and could afford to lose money, especially on routes to 
the United States.

Tennis Talk 



The two-handed backhand 


By Maureen Stalla 


IN THE old days, pros seemed to teach only one-handed bac- 
khands. But with all the two-handed backhands to be seen on the 
courts these days, and with the remarkable results they achieve for 
such stars as Bjorn Borg and Chris Evert Lloyd, people are 
asking: “Which is better, to use one or two hands?*’ 

Like so many issues, there are both pros and cons. The two- 
handed backhand puts a premium on quick and precise footwork, 
decreases the player’s reach, causes some confusion on the volley, 
and makes it harder to hit the various spins and “dinks" that 
round out an advanced player's game. On the other hand, it is 
easier to learn and control, and it can be more powerful and 
accurate. Incidentally, it is also one of the best “cures" for tennis 
elbow, as it eliminates the strain of a straight-anned. one-handed 
backhand. My policy as an instructor is to encourage the stroke 
method which appears more natural for my student. 

If you are right-handed and want to hit a two-handed bac- 
khand, hold the recquet with two forehand grips, or with a right- 
handed backhand grip and a left-handed forehand grip. Be sure 
that your left hand is higher up on the handle. (Some racquets are 
now made with longer grips to accommodate the increase in 
two-handed backhanders.) 

For the two-handed shot, you contact the ball slightly later than 
for the one-handed shot, and your follow-through will cause your 
body to turn further, so that your shoulders end up parallel to the 
net. As in all tennis shots, your footwork is very important. A 
decisive step in the direction you want to hit the bail wifi help your 
timing as well as determine the direction of the ball. But 
remember, you must get vour back foot in position first, which 
means faster footwork than for your one-handed counterparts, 
whose longer reach will allow for slower feet. 

Try to keep the racquet face on the ball as long as possible, with 
your wrists firm. The easiest way to hit a two-handed backhand is 
to think of it as a left-handed forehand, with a little extra support 
from your right hand. And the two-handed backhand is such an 
easy shot to learn that young children can hit great backhands 
after their first lesson.

Usually, a long suit is 
useful only if you can run it. 
South, declarer at three no 
trump, found an intriguing 
way to employ dummy's long 
suit even though he could* 
cash only two high-card 
tricks is it! 

South’s hand was 
somewhat off-shape for a two 
no trump opening bid, but he 
did have a problem. His band 
was too weak for a demand 
bid in diamonds, and he was 
afraid that an opening bid of 
one diamond might get pass- 
ed out. So he just pretended 
that one of his spades was a 
club and made the value bid. 
North’s raise was text- 
book— it was unlikely that 
eleven tricks could be made 
in clubs and not nine in no 


trump. 

West led the top of his 
heart sequence, and as soon 
as dummy came down, 
declarer realized that there 
was a snag. Because of the 
unfortunate duplication in 
hearts, there was no entry to 
dummy's dubs once they 
were established. Further- 
more, the defenders had 
already started work on their 
best suit, thus declarer did 
not have the time to develop 
his long suit. However, his 
solution to the problem was 
most elegant. 

He won the king of hearts, 
cashed the ace and king of 
dubs and then led a third 
dub. On this trick he discard- 
ed the ace of hearts from his 
hand! 

This remarkable play vir- 
tually assured- the contract. 
Dummy's clubs were 
established, and if the 
defenders continued with 
hearts, declarer would have 
an entry to dummy with the 
queen. In all, he would score 
Eve dub tricks, two hearts 
and his two aces. So, after 
winning the queen of dubs. 
West’s only chance to defeat 
the contract was to shift. He 
chose a low spade. Declarer 
captured East's king with the 
ace and continued with the 
jack. If West took the queen, 
dummys nine of spades 
would be an entry, so West 
.ducked. 

He was put on play again 
with a spade, and now was 
forced to open the diamond 
suit. Thus, declarer emerged 
with ten tricks, losing only 
one spade, one diamond and 
one club! 


WELLINGTON, July 29 (R) — 
Police today used batons to tuni 
back 2,000 people marching to the 
home of South Africa’s envoy to 
New Zealand, while the South 
African rugby team was winning 
an incident-free match against a 
provincial side. 

Police drew out their batons as 
opponents of the rugby tour 
marched from Parliament to the 
home of South African Consul 
General Paul Lindhorst. 

Television New Zealand said at 
least 30 demonstrators were 


injured, including an elderly 
woman. 

Another protest was held today 
m Auckland, outside the office of 
Air New Zealand which is flying 
the Springboks around the coun- 
try after bringing them io New 
Zealand. 

In New Plymouth, the Spring- 
boks beat Taranaki 34-9. They 
have won the two matches played, 
while another game was conceited 
last week when demonstrators 
occupied the football field in 
Hamilton. 

Tbe incident cast doubt over the 


future of the tour but New Zea- 
land rugby authorities decided on 
Monday ij would continue. 

There were only about 100 
demonstrators in New Plymouth 
and they were stopped by police as 
they marched to the ground. They 
halted peaceably and no arrests 
were made, police said. 

New Plymouth police blew up a 
green canvas bag found near the 
city counhouse. It contained only 
spray paint, a stencil and pieces of 
newspaper. 

In Wellington, the tour oppo- 
nents had demonstrated peace- 


fully in the grounds of Parliament 
buildings before moving off 
towards Mr. Lindhorst’s house. 

The consul, who was guarded by 
the diplomatic protection squad — 
its members are some of the few 
armed police in New Zealand — 
said by telephone he had been 
aware of the march but was not 
unduly worried. 

“We are being protected and I 
am grateful to police for their 
attention." he said. 

The marchers dispersed soon 
after the baton attack. Police said 
none of their men was injured.

LONDON, July 29 (R) — Prince Charles, heir to the 
British throne, and Lady Diana Spencer were mar- 
ried in St. Paul’s Cathedral in London today 
watched by a worldwide television audience esti- 
mated at 700 million. 


Hundreds of thousands who 
packed the flag-decked streets 
outside the 300-year-old 
cathedral sent up a great cheer 
when the archbishop of Can- 
terbury, Dr. Robert Runcie, said 
the words: “I now pronounce you 
man and wife.” 


The 70-minute ceremony, rich 
'in music and singing, was carried 
outside the cathedral by 
loudspeaker relays. 

London displayed an air of car- 
nival and excited Britons had 
comped for days to be sure of 
prime views of the colourful pro- 


LONDON, July 29 (R) — Prince Charles and Lady Dona Spencer 
may have to wait many years after their wedding today before they 
ascend the British- throne. 

The royal heir, 32, has told friends that his mother. Queen 
Elizabeth, will not abdicate. The queen regards it as her duty to 
remain on the throne until her death, according to weO-informed 
sources. 

That day may be many years off. At 55, the queen has never been 
in hospital for Hhkess. 

When Edward vm relinquished the throne in 1936 to marry 
American divorcee Wallis Simpson — the only abdication in British 
history - the popularity of the crown was brought to its Iqwest 
point in modern tiroes. 

“Since 1936 the very word abdication has sent a collective shud- 
der through Buckingham Palace/’ wrote Anthony Holden in his 
best-selling biography of Prince Charles. 

Their children wifl be princes and princesses in direct line of 
succession to the throne after Charles himself . 

The royal family has a grim example in Queen Elizabeth’s great 
grandfather of what can happen when the succession is long 
delayed. 

“Bertie,” as his family called him, became a playboy, made 
smger LQy Langtry his mistress and was involved in scandal before 
finally ascending the throne as Edward VH at the age of 60. 

But Prince Charles does not have the temperament of a playboy 
and, unlike “Bertie,” he is allowed a large personal role by bis 
mother. 


Russians rap U.N. plan 


MOSCOW,’ July 29 (R) — The 
Soviet Union said today that a new 
United Nations initiative on the 
Afghanistan crisis baelittle chance 
of success, if Pakistan did not 
change its entire attitude to 
Afghanistan. 

The official TASS news agency 
said that a planned visit to 
Islamabad next week by a special 
U J'J. envoy had a genuine chance 
of success if Pakistan and other 
states in the region stopped “try- 
ing to cancel the gains of the 
Afghan revolution.” 

Both Pakistan and Iran, 
Afghanistan's other southern 
neighbour, have so far refused to 
recognise the Soviet-backed gov- 
ernment which took power in 
Kabul as part of this revolution. 

Javier Perez Cuellar, a special 
envoy from U.N. Secretary Gen- 
eral Kurt Waldheim, is expected 
to go to Kabul from Pakistan- 
where he will try to find a basis for 
negotiations aimed ultimately at 
securing a withdrawal of Soviet 
troops from Afghanistan. 

Reports from New Delhi said 
yesterday that Soviet and Aighan 
forces were involved in their 
largest ever single battle with 
rebels earlier this month north of 
Kabul. 


TASS repeated Moscow’s 
opposition to an initiative by the 
European Economic Community 
(EEC) to find a way out of the 
deadlock over Afg hanistan . 

Afghan rebels appear to have 
reoccopied most of the Paghman 
region near Kabul after rb treating 
in heavy fighting earlier this 
month. Western diplomatic 
sources said here today. . 

The fighting between the rebels 
and Soviet and Afghan gov- 
ernment forces took place in the 
Paghman area about 20 
kilometres north-east of Kabul 
from July 13 to 15, the sources 
said. 

They said hundreds of Soviet 
and Afghan troops, rqbeis and 
civilians were killed orwounded in 
the fighting which was the heaviest 
in the area since the Soviet milit- 
ary intervention 19 months ago. 

The sources said that during the 
battle the rebels were pushed into 
the hills but they appeared to have 
reoccupied most of the jegioo.

Also a guest was the head- 
master of one of Prince Charles' 
schools, Cheam — who, the prince 
has said, twice beat him for mis- 
behaviour. 

Charles, too, made a slip in the 
marriage service, leaving out the 
word “worldly” in the phrase “All 
my worldly goods”.

Unlike Jews, Christians and Zo roastria ns. the Baha'is are 
not recongnised in Iran's Islamic constitution as a protected 
religious minority. B aha' ism is a breakaway sect of Islam, 
emphasising unity of ail religions and mankind. 

2nd Space Shuttle to be ready on time 

CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida, July 29 (R) — America’s second 
Space Shuttle mission will be ready by its September 30 launch 
date despite a multi-million dollar problem, a spokesman for the 
project has said. The problem is a shock wave created by solid 
rocket boosters during the first launch, giving the draft a jolt four 
times greater than had been expected, Robert Gray, Shuttle man- 
ager at Kennedy Space Centre said yesterday. Such pressure 
could damage scientific experiments or satellites as well as the 
Shuttle, he said. He described several solutions but said he 
favoured the use of jet nozzles spraying water at 70,000 gallons 
per minute to create a barrier and relieve the pressure. “We have 
ordered the equipment and think we can have -it. installed by 
mid-September in time for the launch.” Dr. Gray said. 

600 Picasso reproductions hijacked 

NEW YORK, July 29 (R) — Two armed men hijacked a security 
van carrying 600 Picasso reproductions when it stopped at a red 
traffic light in central New York yesterday, police said. The 
reproductions, worth $500,000, bad just arrived from Paris where 
each was signed by Picasso’s daughter Marina, according to ait 
publisher Herman Finesod Mr. Finesod, whose company com- 
missioned the 600 Lithographs, said it would be difficult for the 
■thieves to market the reproductions. 


Polish protests intensify 


WARSAW, July 29 (R)— Poland 
was hit by a fresh surge of food 
protests today with angry workers 
declaring strikes, organising ral- 
lies and demanding meetings with 
the authorities. 

Regional leaders of the Sol- 
idarity free trade union said the 
situation could get out of control 
and worked furiously to stem the 
tide of anger at food shortages, 
reduced meat rations and prop- 
osed price rises. 

Solidarity said its Warsaw lead- 
ers were bolding a crisis session to 
decide how to respond to demands 
from factories for a decision on 
protest action in the capital. 

Warning strikes were mll«l in 
the cities of Czestochowa, 
Piotrkow Trybunalski and Grud- 
ziadz. Protest meetings and 
hunger marches were announced 
in other cities. 

A four-day protest campaign in 
Poland's second city, Lodz, 


entered its third day. Tomorrow 
thousands of women are expected 
to march through Lodz in what is 
likely to be the biggest hunger pro- 
test to date. 

The warning strikes were set for 
next week. Solidarity in Piotrkow 
also announced a work- to- rule. 

Workers in many factories had 
decided against accepting .the 
meat coupons for August in which 
allowances were reduced by some 
20 per cent. 

The communist government, 
confronted with a collapsing 
economy and dwindling supplies, 
said Poland did not have enough 
meat to ensure the ration allow- 
ance for the next two months. 

It negotiated a compromise 
agreement with Solidarity earlier 
in the week suspending the cuts 
for September and looking for 
ways to make up the August 
deficit. But this appears to have 
done nothing to halt protests. 


Who watched the wedding 


LONDON, July 29 — Britain’s royal wedding won 
cheers and tears around the world today, but with a . 
few frowns and shrugs thrown in as well. 

With satellite television shooting the story into millions of living 
rooms around the globe, it was a first-class occasion for romantics 
who like a loud shout and a good cry over such events. And in most 
places the advance publicity had been big. 

But the marriage of Prince Charles and Lady Diana Spencer also 
produced one or two sour notes. 

Some Greek newspapers sharply criticised the British government 
for the wedding invitation to their former King Constantine as insult- 
ing Greek national dignity since he was deposed in a referendum in 
1974. 

Unlike many other countries, Greece was not carrying the wedding 
live on radio or television. And at the last minute President Kon- 
-stantine Karamanlis bowed out of going to London, ostensibly for 
health reasons, and his place at the ceremony was taken by Prime 
Minister George Rallis. 

Major Soviet newspaper snubbed the wedding and focussed their 
attention on the continued youth rioting in the northern English city 
of Liverpool. 

Only the weekly journal Literaturnaya Gazeta (literary gazette) 
carried an article, entitled “The prince and the beggars,” contrasting 
the pomp and splendour of the royal occasion with what it described 
as the misery of the country’s unemployed. • 

Soviet television showed film of preparations for the wedding 
yesterday. 

But an accompanying commentary suggested the authorities had 
contrived the celebrations to “drown out the sound of gunshots in 
Ulster (British-ruled Northern Ireland) and the shouts of young 
people being mercilessly beaten by polite in Liverpool.'’ 

A spokesman for Moscow television said evening news prog- 
rammes would probably show film of the wedding if they received it 
in time by satellite but there would be no live coverage. 

. For China’s billion people, over a fifth of mankind, the marriage 
was a non-event as it was all but ignored in the press. But elsewhere 
the opposite was true in most places. 

One Indonesian newspaper called the weddmg“The greatest stow 
on earth,” and said, “The love affair between these two charming 
.people has brought about the resurgence of romantic feelings far and 
wide." v 

South Korea’s media had been playing up the wedding for a week 
and today television carried it live. 


Thailand, a monarchy like Britain, had a severe case of wedding 
fever. A prominent soothsayer said Prince Charles was unlikely to 
take a mistress, though women would continue to chase him. 

Australia, with its British links, gave the wedding saturation cover- 
age. 

The small New South Wales town of Goodooga, recently voted the 
most boring in the country, was taking part in a British Broadcasting 
Corporation (BBC) radio linkup with a wedding song contest — 
entries sung to the tune of “Waltzing Matilda.” 

The Swiss, if they were guided by one of tbeir magazines, avoided 
T. V. paralysis by watching the long London transmission as follows: 

- They sat at a distance five times the diameter of the T.V. set. 

- Wives completed all housework first. 

- They were “relaxed and in comfortable clothes.” 

-They did arm, leg and shoulder exercises occasionally. 

- Small children were not made to see the whole thing through. 

West German media continued to give the wedding the full treat- 
ment while also stressing Britain's youth rioting, mass unem- 
ployment and continuing strife in Northern Ireland. 

'‘Every nation has its method of dealing with problems or over- 
coming them,” the newspaper Frankfurter Allgemeine commented. 
“In Britain's case, the most important element in this method is 
continuity, which is embodied in the monarchy.” 

The wedding, the Norwegian newspaper Arbeiderbladet com- 
plained, was in “glaring contrast to the society which the married 
couple is to bead.” 

Throughout Western Europe the media gave full coverage to the 
wedding while also mentioning Britain's economic and social prob- 
lems. “London divided between joy and worty,” a Belgian news- 
paper headline sakL 

Today most Dutch dty streets were quieter than usual as the 
people, also citizens of a monarchy, stayed home to watch the live 
television transmission. 

Li Spain, where the use of Gibraltar for the start of the honeymoon 
next Saturday resulted in King Juan Carlos announcing he would not 
come to the wedding, the media continued to give the wedding full 
coverage. It was also running live on television. 

Africans, Latin Americans, Arabs, Israelis and Asians, including 
20 million Japanese, saw the wedding on television, live in most 
cases. 

In Poland, where the wedding got advance publicity, papers ran 
stories explaining something that might surprise even the most avid 
readers of royal reports— how Prince Charles is descended from the 
former Polish Jagiellonian royal dynasty.
